Dr. Anthony, I am glad we had a chance to talk this past week. As you know I am leaving today - 
but I feel very good about the progress we’ve made in ameliorating many of the issues that you 
brought to our attention several months ago. I am leaving you in very good hands. I hope and 
trust that the outcome of this effort will be your ultimate agreement to gating the alley at night - for 
I believe that will be an essential tool to keeping that area safe in the future. 


I understand that you might be waiting to see a few more things be put into place to have a comfort 
level with that. 


By way of this email, I am introducing you to Errol Roussel - he is the owner of Kitchen 24, and in 
my humble opinion, has carried a huge load these past years trying to create a collaborative 
around a trash solution for the neighbors there. We have had several productive meetings lately 
with a trash compacting expert, and he is working on a plan to bring a trash compactor to that site 
that will likely be more economical, and most definitely, cleaner. 


You will be happy to know that Errol and Jackie Duffie and I had lunch this week - she represents 
the ownership at Julian Medical Building. We discussed the prospect of a new lease arrangement 
- that would be with Errol’s landlord (and not Aziz/Danny). The lot would only be used for her 
tenant parking, his tenant parking, and the trash compactor. That should obviate any future 
concerns about that area being used for valet parking or parties. 


On this email also, you’ll meet Sean Starkey, who is the new field deputy for Council District 13. 
He is taking over for Dan Halden, who is taking on a new project for the councilmember. 


Finally, Rich on my staff can be a contact person during this interim, but I’m also copying my 
successor, Kris Larson, who will start on Feb 25. I’ve been keeping him in the loop on this 
situation. 


Thank you Dr. Anthony for bringing these issues to our attention. When I get back from my 60 
days, I look forward to seeing how that area is transforming. And, I will be reaching out to you with 
respect to the mental health pilot I hope to be working on at that time!

Dr. Anthony - here is a re-cap of things I have been working on since we first began talking about 
the alley. I trust that you will be pleased that there is a team assembled to bring order back to this 
alley, and that in good time, you will work with the neighbors to secure the gate. I will hand this 
project over to my colleague Rich, but I want to lay this out to you, as you might not be aware of 
how much has been going on behind the scenes. 


1. In these final days as exec. Director of the BID, I have been involved in more meetings - at 
least 8 - related to the Cahuenga alley solution than any other topic in the BID. I am pleased 
that we have made good progress - and I hope you will agree that your concerns have been 
taken seriously. 

2 . Cleaning: with our new maintenance vendor, Clean Street, we are going to get back into the 
regular rhythm of cleaning the alley. It begins today - you probably notice that there is an 
intensive deep pressure wash and graffiti abatement and debris removal underway. After 
this deep clean, there will be a day porter who will come through each day, and the alley will 
be on a regular once a week pressure washing schedule. 

3. Security: with our new security patrol, they will be riding through the alley multiple times a 
day. Also, LAPD has started a new footbeat, six days a week. We have asked them to walk 
through the alley as well. We have also secured funding from the BID board to install a video 
surveillance camera on the Palmer Building that will allow LAPD to monitor the northern 
section of the EaCa alley and Cosmo. I also secured permission from the property owner to 






install the camera on his roof, and the neighboring owner to provide power. I was hoping the 
camera would be installed before I leave, but it will be in the next couple weeks. 

4. Rodents: there is currently a rat infestation associated with the dumpsters. We have 
secured a bid to do an initial eradication (normally, the BID would not do this, but we want to 
help get things under control for the good of the neighborhood), and will ask the alley owners 
to proceed with ongoing maintenance. 

5. Trash solution: this is where we have spent most of our time. The person who has done 
yeoman’s work trying to coordinate trash removal is Errol Roussel, the owner of Kitchen 24. 
Some owners who have not paid their fair share owe him thousands in back payments - for 
which is he not assured of a payment. We have been working on a new solution which 
involves: 

a. Installing a trash compactor in the parking lot. (The trash compactor will be cleaner and 
impossible to break into.) 

b. Creating a payment system attached to the property owners, where they pay for the 
access to the compactor for their tenants. 

c. Negotiating with the owner of the lot (Julian Medical Center) to lease the lot to someone 
who will not use the lot for parties, valet parking, etc, but rather to allow for tenant 
parking and the trash compactor. 

6. Permits for alley furniture. The Bureau of Street Services will be out tomorrow to inspect how 
people put their furniture back after the cleaning, to ensure that they are abiding by their 
revocable permits. 

7. Parking - everyone has been made aware that there is no parking allowed in that alley. We 
have told the owners to work with the city to secure loading zones on the street if that is 
necessary. Anyone who sees cars parking there is encouraged to call a tow service.
